By this it was seen that 
the konak was carefully closod and 
that danger was suspected. Hurrying 
npatalra to the first floor, the revolt- 
ing oaeeib attracted the attention of 
thO palaee attendaata and the royal 
family by the noise of the shdotlng. 
Lieut. Lavar Peterovltch alarmed by 
the unwonted hubbub, hurried forward 
with a drawn revolver In one band and 
a sword.

Tljfe New Servian Oovernment Has

The goremment haa laid claim to 
the possessions of the late monarch. 
It is not known whether he left a for- 
tune, but It Is supposed that he had 
considerable savings, having lived 
eoonomlcally during the last decade. 
It la reported that the greater part of 
hie money was deposited in England, 
but it is questionable whetber the 
money would be delivered to the Serv- 
ian government. Thf ojiinion hire Is 
that all belongs to the state, even In- 
clnding the king's foreign investments. 
It is possible that former Quaen Nata- 
lia may also appear as an heiress, 
^lleen Draga was in receipt of 30,000 
fPlden ($14,550) monthly and also had 
geeat aavlngs. which will hi handed 
over to her three sisters. 

The Story of the Revolution. 

The following is a narrative of the 
revolution given by men who took an 
active part in It: 

Army officers to the number of 90 
having formed a project of a revolt/ 
among them being delegates from al- 
most every garrison in Servla and 
most of the officers of the six regi- 
ments, Lieut Col. Mltschltsch Invited 
his comrades on Wednesday evening 
at 11 o'clock to meet in the Kallmag- 
den garden and there the Immediate 
carrying out of the intended deed was 
organized. At 1:40 a. m. the officers, 
in eight groups, went to the Konak, 
the royal palace. Each bad a cue and 
especial directions regarding bis pact 
Ilk t||(e revoluttop.

The Intended Victims Had Fltd From 
Their Sleeping Apartmente. 

The revoluttonists preased forward 

when suddenly the electric lighj gave 
out. All stood in darkness. In the 
greatest excitement, and feeling their 
way, the revolutionists climbed the 
stairs and entered, the dark ante room 
to the king's apartment Here they 
found candles and lit tbem. This 
seemingly slight circumstance was de 
clslve to the whole action. Without 
light they could not have found the 
victims, who fled from their sleeping 
apartment throu^ eorrfdors and nu- 
merous rooms and might have escMfd 
but part of the officers with burning 
candies and others with iiistols com- 
menced to search for the king and 
queen. In breathless haate the con- 
spirators ran through the rooma, open- 
ed wardrobea and looked behind car- 
talna In vain. In the ante room con- 
necting with the corridor between tho 
old and new konak, the sergeant of 
the gendarmea waa sleeping. Awak- 
ening, he stepped before the revolu- 
tionists, who felled bim. 

Wounded By the Queen's Servant. 

At last Queen Draga's servant was 
found. He wounded Capt Dlmitrevic 
severely but waa apared until he show- 
ed the officers where King Alexander 
and Queen Draga bad secreted them- 
selves. When he had told this he was 
shot Col. Maschin now Joined the 
revolntionlata and led tbem back \.o 
the sleeping apai^***^ where the 
king's adjutant^ tried to hinder the 
search. He shot I..ieut. Naumorics 
dead. The others killed the adjutant. 
After a search a small door leading 
into an alcove was discovered, but It 
was locked. It waa broken in ihth 
an as and here the royal couple were 
found in undress. The older officers 
first intended to forcing the king to 
abdicate, but the young officers were 
in no mood to be held back and ahot 
at the royal couple.

It la ReserVlfl That Lieut. Kiatie Fired 
the Flret Shot 



Nobody knows in the excitement 
who shot first, but it is generally aald 
that Ueut. viatic ftred flrat 

After the murder. King Alexander's 
body was found covered with blood. 
An autopsy proved that the late king 
received 30 shot wounds, many of 
them deadly. Queen Draga suffered 
numerous shot and saber wounds and 
it Is alleged that her body waa torn in 
barbaric fashion. The appearance of 
the royal apartments is indeacrihable. 
The doors and floor are shattered and 
the ruins drenched with blood. 

All the awvante of the royal couple 
Sed who tne-iBivt ahots were heard 
with the exception of Queen Draga's 
servant, who was found dead. Short- 
ly after 2 o'clock all was over. Col. 
Maschin Issued from the gate of the 
konak, around which great crowds bad 
collected, and made a' speech, saying: 
"Ws Have Destroyed the Dynaaty." 

"We have now destroyed the dynasty 
of the ObrenovicB and have got rid of 
the disKoDorahle woijaaa who was the 
klnra avU asirit iMf Dva Strviiv" 

liie ^ple reapondei: *Tioat live 
the army." 

Almost simultaneously with the 
butchery in the palace the troops en- 
deavored to arrest all the relatives of 
the qneiaa and thoee ministers whom 
the conspirators disliked. Two broth- 
ers of the queen, IJeut Col. Nikola and 
Nikodern Lunjevlcs, were seized and 
escorted to the guard room of the di- 
visional commander. They evidently 
did not expect their doom and were 
lighting clgarettea when they were 
ahot dead by eight aoMton.

Defense Will Attempt to Establish An 
Alibi For Jett and Prove That 
White Had Ne Conneetlon 
With the Tragedy. 

Jackson, Ky., June 13. — The feature 
of the Jett-Wblte Ulal Friday was the 
drift of evidence towards a conspiracy 
implicating coimty offldala and oth- 
era and tending to show that Jett and 
White had no such motives as the con- 
spirators, but were simply hired to kill 
J. B. Marcnm, who weh tbe attorney 
for partlea oonteating the election of 
county oMelala. The defenaa dnring 
the forenoon attempted to have the 
case continued on account of the ab- 
.scnce of witnesses and a»;aln in the 
afternoon on account of tho illness of 
one of tbe attorneys for the defense. 
In both Instancee Judge Redwlne or- 
dered tbe trial to proceed. 

Wiley May and Wm. Cope wore the 
only witnesses at the afternoon ses- 
sion. May's admission tbiit tu' had 
a little grain" was a modest way of 
explaining that his condition would 
not permit of his testifying Thursday, 
that he was no better Friday morn- 
ing and was kept In the jury room till 
in condition to testify. After testify- 
ing he was picked up on tlie street 
by soldiers and locked up on a charge 
of dmnkennesa. Hla testimony waa 
that he saw Jett and White enter the 
side door of the courthouse a few min- 
utes before the shootluK- On cross- 
examination be said they were halt 
way between the courthouse and post 
office when he laat aaw them. Cope 
corroborated the testimony of Ewen 
as to hlH actions after the shooting. 
Upon motion of Prosecutor llyrd court 
adjourned until Saturday morning. 

The prosecution will rest its case 
before noon Saturday. Biddlera have 
been commlaaloned to secure the pree* 
ence of keveral reluctant witnesses 
whoso testimony will be heard when 
court reconvenes. The parlies want- 
ed are said to be hiding in the woods 
and some attribute their atUtude to 
fear or inttmldatlbn. The defense will 
attempt to f sfablish an alibi for Jett 
and prove tliat Wliite had no connec- 
tion with the killing. Over 70 wit- 
nesses have been summoned. The tes- 
timony of Judge Hargis and several 
other witneaaea called by tbe defense 
is awaited with much interest In Jack- 
son. The testimony Friday waa not 
sensational. A motion to set aside tbe 
Jury because of "surprise caiised by 
the testimony of Mrs. Johnson" was 
overruled. Judge Mines left Friday 
afternoon for Frankfort to report his 
observations to the governor. Ho 
would not Indicate what recommenda- 
tions he would make.
